Evergreens 

Evergreens  are  becoming  more  popular  every  year,  and  will 
continue  to  grow  in  popularity  rapidly,  as  it  is  learned  that  a 
great  variety  can  be  grown  in  the  Southwest.  One  reason  the 
evergreens  have  not  been  properly  appreciated  here  is  the  fact 
that  only  a few  of  the  commonest  kinds  have  been  seen  growing, 
and  these  have  given  the  impression  of  a graveyard.  The  chief 
reason  for  their  unpopularity  is  that  most  of  the  plantings  have 
been  of  spruce,  balsams,  American  arbor-vitaes,  firs,  laurels, 
rhododendrons  and  other  kinds  wholly  unsuited  to  our  soils  and 
climate.  But  the  truth  is,  we  have  more  and  prettier  evergreens 
that  thrive  here  than  they  have  in  the  North  and  East.  All  of 
the  evergreens  listed  below,  both  broad-leaef  and  conifers,  are 
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Baker’s  Arbor  Vitas  In  Our  Nursery. 


growing  luxuriantly  in  our  Nursery  at  Fort  Worth  without 
irrigation  and  that,  too,  during  two  of  the  hottest  and  driest 
seasons  we  have  known  in  thirty-eight  years.  Another  cause  of 
failure  is  that  heretofore  it  was  the  custom  to  plant  evergx*eens 
bare-rooted,  just  as  you  do  a tree.  But  this  should  never  be 
done  except  with  the  Chinese  Arbor  vitae,  the  Euonymus  and 
some  of  the  other  broad-leaf  evergreens.  The  way  to  handle 
evergreens  successfully  is  to  move  them  with  a ball  of  earth 
around  the  roots,  securely  held  by  burlap, — “balled”  as  .we  call 
it.  In  this  way  even  trees  15  to  18  feet  high  can  be  moved 
successfully.  The  foliage  of  evergreens  should  be  sprinkled 
every  day  or  two  during  the  first  season.  The  roots  should  be 
watered  once  a week.  If  these  directions  are  observed,  ever- 
greens may  be  grown  with  as  much  success  as  shade  trees'.
